OF THE FUTURE 


Concrete to Replace Brick and Stone 


in Building Cottages and 


Mansions. 


Quarries may within a few years 
lie idle and stone cutting be forgot- 
ten. 
The arts of brick making and 
brick laying may be, lost. 
These 


are no exaggerated statements, but 
well considered, practical /possibili- 
ties.In some of the Western spates, 
lately in the East and to a small ex- 
tent on the continent of Europe, a 
new idea in .building is under way. 
'Brick and stone are dispensed with 
and cement takes,- their place—ce- 
ment "poured" into wooden moulds 
or forms, wiich, when i.lie mass with 
ir them 
has hardened to rocklike 


firmness and solidity are taken down. 


It seems, all of this, like some sort 
of fairy tale cor£tri»ation—bizarre, 
remarkable, a page out of the "Arab- 
ian Nights"—but it is being done 
daily. 
A "'ipoured" 
church 
in 


'Brooklyn has just receeived its fin- 
ishing touches. 
Close to New York, 


in the country town of Mineola, L. I., 
the seat of government of the new 
Nassau county 
a "poured" county 
court house and jail that will be very 
handsome architecturally are io 
'being built. 


As finished, these walls, columns 


and roofs 
are as of -stone. 
The 


mass hardening in the moulds shapes 
itself precisely. 
Here, following the 


mould lines, this wall, though solid 
artificial stone seems to be of individ- 
ual blocks. The illusion is startling- 
ly perfect, the more so as a little tool- 
ing will give a stone surface to the 
cement and color and tint have been 
united in the mass that was poured 
in. 


Under 
ordinary 
circumstances, 


this new idea, although now in suc-

The forms will be of wood, and a con- 
tractor using 
one of the standard 


shapes will simply go out and'"pour" 
a house.

hundreds of designs.

ors will put up their concrete mixer, 
and have their beams and

ready. 
They , will pour the form 


for the flrst story; complete that, 
then pour the second story, and so 
on. 
To do that all they will require

and one boss. 
"Such a house can be made 
very 


cheaply. 
It seems to me there will

"Houses built in that manner can 


be rented profitably at say $7 or $8 
a month.

Walworth counity told me he was 
going home tomorrow and would take 
the mater up his neighbors. 
He be- 


lieved the plan was practical and 
would solve the difficulty. 
Of course 


the dairy farmers cannot and it would 
be impracticable for them to send 
their cows to Oeonto to be fed, but 
they could send their steers and heif- 
ers and the larger 
calves. 
These 


would relieve them of the expense of 
buying feed for any but the cows.they 
are milking, and would save many 
the necessity of selling heifers and 
steers. 
Every dairy farmer has a 


number of cattle 
growing—not at 


present productive—and it is a heavy 
burden for farmers to buy feed to 
keep them."—Milwaukee Sentinel.

men who claimed to be sheetworkers, 
out were not. 
No one in the crowd 


noticed an old

shoulders, a slouch hat drawn well 
down over his face, and carrying a 
gripsack.

Chappell and other strike leaders, who 
found enough of a disguise removed to 
show the man was President Shaffer.

An injunction in this case would only 
serve to aggravate matters and -would 
do more than anything else to precipi- 
tate trouble. Tt would also hasten a 
conference of all the labor leaders of 
the country for a consideration of the 
question," 


On the same train with Mr. Shaffer 


from Pittsburg came nine nonunion 
men'from Apollo and Duncansvllle, five 
of whom evaded the strikers' commit- 
tee and went to work in the mill, while 
the other four, after going through an 
experience with the 100 strikers, which 
at one time seemed likely to end in 
violence, agreed not to work in the 
mill and returned to Pittsburg. The 
experience of the nonunion men as- 
sumed a threatening aspect for a time, 
but the quickness of five got them Into 
the company offices almost before the 
train had come to a halt. The strikers 
had received notice of the coming of 
the men and met the train. When the 
nonunionistS' tumbled off they were 
surrounded. 
No 
violence 
was 
at- 


tempted, but the greeting of catcalls 
and ugly epithets was calculated to 
put the newcomers in anything hut an 
easy frame of mind. Four succumbed 
to the arguments of the strikers and 
returned to Pittsburg. 
William Car- 


penter, a professional strike-breaker, 
who has been working in the nonunion 
sheet mills at Apollo, was run out of 
town, amid the jeers and hoots of 500 
strikers and sympathizers, who gath- 
ered at .the station.

Wind, rain, lightning and thunder 


paid a furious visit to this city last 
night and the heavy soaking rain 
that fell did a vast amount of good 
The storm was general'all over the 
city and 'had every appearance of ex 
.tending over the country. 
It was 


the first good storm that has visited 
Janesville in many weary weeks. 


It was also a spectacular storm ant1 


•while the general effects were bene 
ficial to a large degree, the lightning 
and wind caused considerable dam 
age in individual cases. 
The storm 


broke in its full fury at ten minutes 
past six o'clock last evening. 
The 


sjky (became overcast with 
'light 


clouds and they were rapidly replac 
ed by dark, threatening clouds which 
had a business like appearance. 


Lightning Was Vivid 


The wind came first and with ter 


rifle force. 
Strong trees bowed be 


fore it almost to the .grounu and tne 
first sheets of rain that fell were 
carried some idisifanpe horizontally 
through the air before the rain reach 
ed the ground. 


The lightning was vivid and the 


zig-zag streaks, which carry danger 
in their quickly darting lines, were 
intermingled with the' more harm- 
less flashes of sheet lightening, evi 


• dence of the surcharging of the 
at 


mosphere with electricity. 
These 


vivid flashes seemed unusually low 
in tae air and close to the earth. 


Struck 'Buob's Brewery 


Lightning struck Buob's 
brewery 


shortly after- six o'clock and burned 
out both telephones but did no other 
damage other than frightening a num 
ber of people who had taken refug« 
in the office. The Main street car on 
its trip up town at a quarter past six 
found its progress 
impeded by a 


part of a tree which had blown across 
'the track near the -brewery.

Rain Pleases Tobacco Men 


Tobacco men were especially well

measures would be taken to prevent 
the infection reaching shore. Despite 
the most rigorous measures of pre- 
caution Dubonic plague still appears in 
Sa,n Francisco. 
The thorough clean- 


Ing up of Chinatown under supervision 
of the federal authorities was com- 
pleted on June 22, and no cases of the 
dreaded disease appeared during the 
cleaning process, but it had hardly 
been finished when the infection broke 
out once more. Three cases were dis- 
covered between July 6 and July 11. 
All were fatal and were reported to 
the marine hospital service in Wash- 
ington with the following comments: 
"Diagnosis confirmed by bacteriologi- 
cal examination and necessary precau- 
tion taken. Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Rupert Blue, in charge; and two as 
sistants continue to cooperate with the 
state- and city health authorities in 
making inspections and post-mortem 
examinations." Reports of increased 
mortality from bubonic plague con- 
tinue to come in from United States 
marine hospital 
surgeons in nearly 


every part of the world.

Kong there have been 1,154 cases and 
1,088 deaths, and the most rigid in- 
spection of incoming and. outgoing 
passengers and baggage is exercised 
There were 115 deaths during the week 
ending on June 11. A large number 
of deaths daily are reported from Can- 
ton, China. Plague has been especially 
severe In the cities of Tung Kun and 
Sheck Lung on the east river. Plague

Kelly, shortly after noon, and while 
insane, shot four men, killing one and 
fatally wounding two. 
The victim's 


are John Garrett, a prominent business 
man, 
who died from his wounds; Po- 


lice Sergeant Dodge, Detective Mike 
McDonald and Dr: Charles McGee. The 
condition of Dodge and McGee is con- 
sidered critical. McDonald will prob- 
ably recover. Kelly, .harboring a fan- 
cied wrong, entered 
Garrett's 
office 


unannounced a few minutes after 12 
o'clock. Without a word of warning 
he leveled a revolver at Garrett, who 
sat at his desk, and began firing. Five 
times the revolver cracks resounded 
through the building in quick succes- 
sion, each bullet taking effect in Gar- 
rett'B body. 
Garrett fell from 
his 


chair, without being able to make a 
move, and 
when in a few minutes 


Dodge and McDonald hurried to the 
scene he was unconscious, lying in a 
pool of his own blood. Kelly had re- 
loaded his revolver, and when the of- 
ficers entered the office turned It upon 
them. Sergt. Dodge was shot through 
the throat and Detective McDonald re- 
ceived a bullet in the leg. A moment 
later Dr. .McGee, summoned to attend 
Garrett, stepped into the office. Kelly 
again raised his revolver and pointed 
it at the physician, who turned to 
summon help. Kelly fired, one bul- 
let striking McGee in the back, near 
the spine, and sending him to the floor 
The affair consumed but five minutes 
time. Garrett died after being taken 
to .the hospital. 
Kelly Is about 25 


years old and formerly operated 
a 


shooting gallery here. Some time ago 
he was adjudged insane on the testi- 
mony of five prominent business men 
among them John Garrett and Adam 
Geiger. He was released from the asy- 
lum recently and swore he would kill 
all five men. Before going to Gar- 
rett's office Kelly called upon Geoger 
whom he had marked as his first vic- 
tim. Geiger was not in and he went 
next to Garrett's 
office. Garrett was 


about 40 years old. He was the junior 
member of the lumber firm of Rob- 
ert Garrett & Co.

Cross-examination developed no con- 
tradictory statements. Both of these 
witnesses gave details of the events 
leading to the death of May Fosburg 
just as told by all members of the fam- 
ily. Much interest was shown in the 
young girl's evidence, and she several 
times broke down ana wept in relat- 
ing the story of the tragedy. Her grief 
affected many in the courtroom and 
sobbing was heard during her exam- 
ination. Beatrice Fosburg stated posi- 
tively that she did not see her brother 
Robert before she saw the flash from 
.the pistol which caused her sister's 
death. He was coming from his room 
when this shot was fired. Mr. Joyner, 
attorney for the defense, closed 
his 


presentment of the case this morning, 
showing why the Fosburgs kept fire- 
arms in the house and outlining the 
evidence which he intended to present 
to prove the burglary story true. 
Beatrice Fosburg, in her 
testimony, 


said she was awakened by a loud 
scream. 
She jumped out of bed and 


went toward the door. May was ahead 
of her. 
Suddenly she heard her sis- 


ter exclaim: "O, gracious!" The room, 
was dark at the time. Just as she got 
In front of the door she saw a pillow- 
case in front of her. A pair of eyes 
peered through holes in the pillow- 
case. She saw a flash, and then she 
turned around and felt Robert going 
past her. She turned on the light and 
screamed: 
"O, there are burglars in 


the house. Beatrice went on to tell 
how her father and brother came in 
and how Robert entered and fell to the 
floor. Her mother asked her father 
what time it was. He told her it was 
1:20. Her brother James, at this 
point, said men were coming; that 
they had better dress. Beatrice also 
testified that she found a brown hat. 
It was all smashed in. District At- 
torney Hammond cross-examined the 
witness. She said she was down staira 
when Dr. Paddock arrived and did not 
see the body of her sister placed on 
the bed. 
She remembered that two 


shots were fired, but she never said 
that it was the second shot that killed 
her sister. 
She did state at the in- 


quest that she was directly behind May 
when the shot was fired which caused 
her death. She denied testifying that 
she did not know where the defend- 
ant was when the shot which resulted 
In her sister's death was fired. The 
witness also denied that she had testi- 
fied that she turned on the light after 
her sister fell and that she heard a 
shot before her sister fell to the floor. 
This testimony was given in reply to 
questions as to what she had testified 
at the inquest. Beatrice said she saw 
no light before she got out of bed, that 
May got up first and ran around the 
bed to the doorway and had reached 
the door into the hall when she was 
shot.
